Mariner is to pass some 20,000 
miles from Venus—give or take 
a few thousand miles.

cloluds that hide the planet from 
sight. 
It is an historic moment in 
man’s probing farther and farther 
into his solalr system. Even now 
a Soviet space probe is pushing 
toward Mars for a closer look at 
that planet.

Technicians guessed that 
one (rf the solar panels, which 
convert sunlight into electricity, 
had developed a short circuit.

On Nov. 7, they decided to re­ 
new the experiments, since they 
seemed to be getting enough pow- 
er from the remaining solar pan­ 
el.

Brown’s fabulous five-year reign 
as rushing champion is sure to 
end and Taylor appears sure to 
succeed him. Taylor has gained 
1,318 yards in 249 carries, 206 
yards more than 
John Henry 
Johnson of Pittsburgh, his closest 
competitor. Brown is fourth with 
861 yards. 
Y. A. Tittle, the odd "bald 
eagle" who has thrown 27 touch­ 
down passes for the New A’ork 
Giants, finished a strong second 
to Taylor in the voting. Taylor 
drew 19 ballots, Tittle had 13 and 
Bobby Mitchell, Washington flank­ 
er back had four. 
Taylor is a key to Coach Vince 
Lombardi’s system of ball control 
that has seen the Packers score 
38 of their 50 touchdowns on the 
ground and only 12 through the 
air.

Rep. Clarence Cannon Is 
Tough And Cantankerous, 
ButExpertParliamentarian

WASHINGTON 
(AP' - They 
may come tougher than Clarence 
Cannon, 
but 
its hard to find 
them. 
He’s the cantankerous Demo­ 
crat 
who 
lambasted 
his own 
House leadership in the closing 
hours of the last session so bitter­ 
ly that the Republican leader took 
the floor to say some kind words 
about Speaker John McCormack. 
The 83-year-old Missouri Con­ 
gressman, who heads the House 
Appropriations Committee, is a 
man of many facets. Depending 
on his mood and the occasion, he 
can be as tenacious as a bulldog, 
as stubborn as a Missouri mule, 
or as gentle as the doting grand­ 
pa that he is. 
GRIT FOR HEFT 
A small man physically — he 
weighs around 140 pounds—Can­ 
non makes up in grit for what 
he lacks in heft. His physical en­ 
counters during a span of almost 
40 years in the House include 
minor fisticuffs with such col 
leagues as former Rep. John Phil 
lips of California and Rep. John 
Taber of New York, Republicans. 
and former Sen. Kenneth McKel 
lar of Tennessee, a Democrat. 
These 
sparring 
matches 
oc­ 
curred over differences on gov 
eminent money bills, all of which 
clear through Cannon's hands. 
During his more than 30 years 
on the Appropriations Committee, 
Cannon has helped shell out bil­ 
lions of dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money, and haa cut billions from 
recommended appropriations. He 
warns continuously of the dangers 
of overspending and the evils of 
deficit financing. 
MENTALLY AGILE 
As tight as he is with the pub 
lie’s money, Cannon is somewhat 
loose with 
his own, especially 
with silver dollars. He has shelled 
out hundreds of them to children 
whom he encounters in the course 
of his official meanderings. 
With each silver dollar goes the 
admonition that if the recipient 
holds on to it "you will never go 
broke.” 
Cannon is mentally as well as 
physically agile—and he can hold 
a grudge or forget it. 
At the end of the recent ses 
cion of Congress he unleashed a 
tirade 
against 
the 
Democratic 
House leadership in general and 
Speaker McCormack in particu­ 
lar He described the leadership 
as the most ‘‘biased and inept" 
he had seen during his long years 
of service. 
CLOSE TO RAYBURN 
Only a few minutes later, he 
stood and applauded as the House 
adopted a resolution praising Mc­ 
Cormack's “ able, impartial and 
dignified" handling of the speak­ 
ership. 
Cannon wa* personally dose to 
the late Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas, although Rayburn private­ 
ly conceded that at times he found 
Cannon extremely difficult to get 
•long with legislatively. 
‘‘Stubborn’’ 
and 
‘‘bullheaded" 
were words Rayburn used on oc­ 
casion to described Cannon's at­ 
titude 
WAS REAL FRIEND 
But when the chips were down 
during Democratic national con­ 
ventions, Rayburn at times found 
in Cannon a real friend in need. 
As chairman of many conven­ 
tions, 
Rayburn always insisted 
that Cannon serve as parliamen­ 
tarian. Conventions can get out 
of hand without a presiding offi­ 
cer and a shrewd parliamentary 
an with a working knowledge of 
precedents 
and 
the procedural 
"ropes.” 
On 
more than one occasion 
Cannon dipped into his bag of 
parliamentary 
gimmicks 
when 
the going got rough. He could 
somehow manage to cite a prece­ 
dent for almost anything Ray­ 
burn wanted to do as chairman. 
Rayburn once confessed after 
a 
turbulent 
convention session 
that he didn’t know where Can­ 
non found the precedents and 
doubted if they actually existed. 


"If ha can’t find them. he’ll 
make them,” the late speaker 
commented. 
Probably no one is more ex­ 
perienced in legislative precedent 
than is Cannon. He wrote many 
of the House rules—and "Can- 
non’s Procedure in the House of 
Representatives” is a legislative 
bible. 
Cannon started out to be a law­ 
yer but got into local Missouri 
politics to widen his field of con­ 
tacts. In 1911, Champ Clark, then 
.speaker of the House, persuaded 
Cannon to come to Washington 
as a clerk in the speaker’s office. 
"I wanted to see the wheels 
go around" for a few weeks and 
took the Job, Cannon recalls. He 
never got back to Missouri to 
stay. In 1917 he was named par 
liamentarian of the House, a post 
he held until he was elected as 
a member in 1922. Only one pres­ 
ent member, Rep. Carl Vinson, 
Georgia Democrat, outranks Can­ 
non in years of service. 
WED Si YEARS 
In private life, Cannon is a gen­ 
tle. home-loving man. His devo­ 
tion to his wife, the former Ida 
Dawson Wigginton, to whom he 
has been married 56 years, is cit­ 
ed as a model of domesticity by 
colleagues. 
The Cannons have two married 
daughters and five grandchildren. 
"She runs the place, but she 
doesn’t fool m e," Cannon says of 
the only granddaughter, "but 
doubt if I fool her, either," 
Cannon’s hobbies are few. He 
tinkers at the piano and operates 
a diversified 750-acre farm on the 
Mississippi River. He is an avid 
student of history. 
He is a Baptist by birth and 
by choice and has never moved 
his home from his native town 
of 
Elsberry, 
Mo., 
which 
was 
founded in 1879, the year Cannon 
was born.

Kennedy spokes cau­ 
tiously.

1. He was sure it would be dis­ 
cussed when he meets with Mac­ 
millan in the Bahama* Dec. 19- 
20, The United States is now re­ 
viewing its budget for the new- 
fiscal year. No final decision will 
‘tie made until these matters have 
been completed. 
2. The United States has put a 
half-bill ion dollars into the pro­ 
gram so far. To complete it and 
buy the missiles might require 
$2.5 billion more. Five tests of 
the 1.100-mile range ballistic mis­ 
sile for launching from bombers 
have not been successful. 
“ So—there really is the ques­ 
tion of bow much it is worth to 
the British ami ourselves to put 
in that kind of money when we 
have competing claims for our 
available fum.s.” the President 
aa id. 
"M O ST SO PH ISTICATED " 
Kennedy characterized the Sky' 
bolt as “the most sophisticated 
weapon imaginable. To fire a mis­ 
file from a plane moving at high 
speed to hit a target 1.000 miles 
away requires the most advanced 
engineering and. of course, it has 
been really, in a sense, the kind 
of engineering that’s been beyond 
us ” 
British experts do’t believe the 
Skybolt is a flop. They feel the 
initial troubles can be overcome 
Kennedy noted that Britain has 
a “very important equity in the 
m atter.” 
M A Y RECO N SID ER 
There is, of course, the possibil­ 
ity that Kennedy and Secretary of 
Defense 
Robert S. 
McNamara 
may reconsider what seems to be 
the present intention to drop the 
program. 
McNamara’s talk with British 
Defense Minister Peter Thorney- 
croft in London reportedly got 
nowhere. 
Britain, whose whole strategic 
nuclear strategy hinged on using 
the U.S. Skybolt on its own Vul­ 
can bombers, is understood to 
have rejected firmly any sugges­ 
tion that it might use the Hound 
Dog missile instead.

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KHYBER PASS, 
FAMED IN WAR, 
IS QUIET NOW 


By DAVID LANCASHIRE 
KHYBER PASS, Pakistan (AP) 
— The clang of ancient battle 
seems to echo stilll from the lime- 
atone cliffs of this historic inva­ 
sion route where Alexander the 
Great’s soldiers marched into In­ 
dia 
and 
generations 
of 
Brit­ 
ish troops 
fought 
the 
Pathan 
tribesmen. 
But now you can drive com­ 
fortably through Khyber Pass in 
a taxi and buy a porcelain bust 
of Abraham Lincoln or a bag of 
fresh popcorn on the way. 
Silence hangs over the great 
mud fort of Jamrud. The squat 
stone picket forts guarding the 
hilltops are empty of riflemen. 
SMILE AND POSE 
Tribesmen, with guns clutched 
in their hands and chests lipped 
with 
bandoliers 
of 
cartridges, 
smile and pose for pictures. The 
road that twists along 21 miles of 
Khyber Pass is a tourist route. 
Under the colorfully calm ex­ 
terior, however, tribal passions 
still boil and the pass is (Mice 
again a point of tension. .Ameri­ 
can aid which poured through the 
famous mountain valley until last 
year is affected. 
Cut through great brown shale 
and limestone walls. Khyber Pass 
joins West Pakistan and Afghan­ 
istan. Over the centuries foreign 
invaders have used it to conquer 
India—Greeks, 
Tartars, 
Moguls 
and Persians. 
RESTRICTED AREA 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy made a 
one-woman invasion of it this 
year, 
and 
villagers 
reminisce 
hungrily about the feast given in 
her honor. 
British soldiers of the Indian 
army used to lead expedition aft­ 
er expedition through it for wars 
against Afghanistan and to sub­ 
due riflewielding tribesmen who 
created havoc on the frontier. In 
neafby Jagdalik Pass the Pathans 
wiped out a retreating British 
army of 16.000 men in 1841. 
The Khyber is a restricted and 
loosely administered tribal area 
still. Visitors need a special en­ 
try pass from the Pakistan gov­ 
ernment. Tribal justice rules and 
shooting feuds are common. 
T RIBA L AFFAIR 
Garishly colored buses bulging 
with passengers, baggage geese 
and chickens grind up the pass 
road. Hooded women in baggy 
trousers trek to their fortified mud 
villages with bundle® of fire­ 
wood on their heads. 
Alongside runs a railway built 
with many tunnels in 1923. The 
tribesman ride it free. A few 
years ago they shot a conductor 
who insisted on collecting ares. 
The political trouble that swirls 
around the pass today is another 
tribal affair. Pakistan and Afghan­ 
istan broke off diplomatic re­ 
lations 15 months ago when Af­ 
ghan diplomaLs were accused of 
fomenting strife and subversion 
among tribesmen in the frontier 
area. 
A ID SU SPEN DED 
Kabul traditionally has brought 
its imports through Pakistan — 
many of them through Khyber 
Pass. It stopped when the dispute 
arose. Pakistan lost a lucrative 
transport business, but Afghanis­ 
tan may have cut off its nose to 
spite its face. 
Now the country has no practi­ 
cal way of importing anything. 
Some goods still come in through 
the Soviet Union or follow an al­

That’s D. Lee Braun, a tall. 
lean Texan who for the last 27 
years hap been one of the coun­ 
try’* standout scattergun marks­ 
men He has more national titles 
— at skeet and trapshooting — 
than any other man. 
Braun 
Ia a 
professional. 
In 
trapshooting a professional is any- 
one employed by an arms or am­ 
munition company, whether he 
can shoot or not. If he loses his 
job, he becomes an amateur im­ 
mediately. A professional wins 
titles and trophies, but no cash 
As an amateur he can collect 
money — just the opposite of 
most sports. 
FIREA RM S W ORKER 
For 27 years big Lee has been 
with a firearms company in the 
southwest and along the Pacific 
coast. Although he makes his liv­ 
ing with shooters he says: 
’’You can’t make a living shoot­ 
ing. It’* a sport that requires a 
little money.” 
When he was nine years old in 
his birthplace of Milano. Tex , 
his parents decreed he couldn’t 
own a gun. But his grandfather 
kept a shotgun in the bam. and 
one evening young Lee sneaked 
it into the house. 
Seated on the edge of his bed 
he snapped one hammer of the 
double barrel. Nothing happened. 
He tried the other, and an ex­ 
plosion rocked the house. The 
charge of shot tore through the 
bedroom door, the high head of 
a new bed in an adjoining room, 
broke a window and — almost 
spent — pattered into the back 
of an old settee on the porch. 
SHOT MOTHER 
Seated on the settee were Lee’s 
mother and dad. and a couple of 
the pellets struck “Mom” in the 
back. 
“Didn’t hurt her much — not 
half as much as Dad hurt me,” 
Lee recalls. “But right there I 
learned to respect firearms. Since 
then I’ve spent a lifetime show­ 
ing people — mostly youngsters 
— how to handle guns. By the 
way, that door with the hole in 
it is still there.” 
In 1932, while a student at 
Southern Methodist, he met and 
married Marian Speight whose 
birthdate reads 7-11-11, she hav­ 
ing been bom July ll, 1911. Lee 
was bom Jan. ll, 1911. 
As a gun-pointer Braun has 
held record runs of 306 at skeet 
with the 28-gauge, 51 with the 
.410, and back in 1941 he cracked 
1021 of 1025 with the 12-gauge for 
the record average of 99.6. In 
1947 he broke 517 straight, and 
546 of 550. Last year he duplicated 
both 1947 feats. 
“Just shows I didn’t improve 
much in 14 years.” said the la­ 
conic Texan now stationed at San 
Mateo. Calif. 
4-TIME W INNER 
The 190-poind 6-2 Braun has won 
the North American 16-yard clay 
target title four times — and 
everything else in trapshooting 
except the Grand .American hand­ 
icap. 
He’s a soothing guy to have as 
a coach when you’re learning the 
gun-handling art. 
As Lee tells it. trapshooting is 
easy. He advises: 
“Get a gun that fits, preferably 
one of the smaller gauges with­ 
out much recoil, and work lip to 
the 12-gauge. Point the gun lei­ 
surely, as you would your fore­ 
finger, at the flying target. No 
muscle is involved, and no sharp 
movements. 
“Just lay the gun in your left 
hand — don’t grip it — rest your 
cheek against the stock as you 
look straight down the barrel. 
Move the body, not the gun, as 
you follow the target.”

The new design for Grand Junc­ 
tion’s business area comes at a 
time when plaas are being an­ 
nounced for a million-dollar sub­ 
urban shopping center — the city's 
first.

bright future.” 
He -paid 
credit to President 
Kennedy as having an interest in 
preserving peace in the Carib­ 
bean and said both were negotiat­ 
ing so that pledges on both sides 
would be kept. 
It was then that he thundered 
out his warning that the pledges 
must be kept. 
Khrushchev, referring to what 
he apparently meant by President 
Kennedy’s 
"pledge,” 
said 
the 
United States had promised "not 
to attack the republic of Cuba 
and to restrain its allies from do­ 
ing so.” 
But despite the implied threat, 
the Khrushchev speech appeared 
to have a defensive tone. He re­ 
marked that there was no ques­ 
tion of who won in the Cuban 
crisis, saying that "sanity and 
the cause of peace" were the 
winners.

Istvan RL, a burly, good-natured 
fellow in his early 40s. had picked 
this reporter up in front of a 
Budapest hotel. Just before he 
dropped me he invited me to vis­ 
it his home. 
"Pick you up tomorrow night 
at 7." he said. 
I st van s life ii in sharp contrast 
with that led by the members 
of Communist 
Hungary’* 
new 
privileged class. They live in dif­ 
ferent worlds. 
R E D "B LE SSIN G S"? 
The worker, for whom commu­ 
nism ostensibly was created, is 
still waiting for his blessings. On 
the average, he pays two weeks’ 
wages for a pair of shoes or a 
month’s salary for a suit. He may 
wait throe years for an apart­ 
ment, despite Hungary’s many 
housing projects. 
Members of the elite, on the 
other hand, are eligible to obtain 
houses in residential districts in 
the hills overlooking Budapest 
They get preferential treatment 
in buying the 6 OOO to 7,000 cars 
imported annually They can buy 
French fashions and Western del­ 
icacies. 
The road to Istvan's apartment 
led out of brightly lit downtown 
Budapest to a grimy industrial 
area. 
Here 
workers 
fought 
against Russian tanks in 1956. 
We turned down a side street 


littered with discarded building 
naterial garbage and empty bot­ 
tles. Istvan parked in front of an 
old building, still scarred from 
the Hungarian revolution. 
Up three flights of dimly lit and 
rickety stairs.

offered glasses of barack, a bran­ 
dy made from apricots, and a 
pot of weak coffee to thaw the 
chill.

The apartment had two small 
rooms, a bath, and what could 
be described as a kitchenette for 
Istvan, his wife and two teen­ 
age sons.
